First Day — Morning: Session 

On November the eleventh, 1942, 10 o’clock a. m., Bishop H. Y. 
Tookes, D.D., LL.D., called the 77th session of the Florida Confer- 
ence to order, in Fountain Chapel, A. M. E. Church. Dr. N. G. Gra- 
ham lined hym No. * 295, “And are we yet alive,” etc. Dr. A. L. 
Bennett led in prayer, after which the choir sang “The Old Rugged 
Cross, etc. Dr. A. I. G. Richardson led the Decalogue, and then the 
Rev. Dr. C .T. Sykes lined hymn No. 313 “That doleful night before 
his death,” etc. 

The Bishop then came forward and introduced Rev. K. S. Du- 
pont who had been selected to preach the annual sermon. Rev. Du- 
pont selected his text from St. James 4:14 verse, “For what is your 
life ?”

He 
led in singing, “Blessed Assurance,” etc. He then called for reports 
from the Tallahassee district, the presiding elder and miinsters came 
forward singing, “I Am Running Trying to Make a Hundred,” etc., 
after which the Rev. H. Fryer made a presentation to the bishop 
on behalf of the mission preachers of said district. The bishop 
thanked the brethren, and asked the conference to elect the finance 
committee, and the following were elected Revs. A. I. G. Richardson, 
A, L. Bennett, N. J. Graham, T. M. White and R. H. Mobley. 

The Revs. S.- G. Gibbs and K. S. Perry were presented to the 
conference being transfers from the N. E. Fla. Conference. They 
were placed on the following committees: First Year, Educational, 
and May Day. 

The conference roll was called and from the roll call $158,00 was 
collected.

The bishop called off with reporting and announced that the con- 
ference institute would be called at 8 o’clock Thursday morning, 
conducted by Dean Alexander of E. W. C., Jacksonville, Fla. 

Dr. J. M. Wise, presiding elder of the Panama district, West Fla. 
Conlerence, was presented to the conference. He made some very 
encouraging remarks concerning the bishop’s administration in 
Florida.

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FIRST DAY — EVENING SESSION 

Dr, J. M. Wise presiding. 

At 8 o’clock the choir began by singing “Praise God Prom Whom 
All Blessings Flow,” etc. Hymn No, 300 was lined by Dr, C. T. 
Sykes. Rev. I. Twiggs led in a very fervent prayer after which 
the choir sang a very beautiful selection. Dr. H. E, Daniels then 
read for the scripture Lesson, Deuteronomy 6:1-18.

SECOND DAY— MORNING SESSION 

Tallahassee, Fla., Nov. 12, 1942. 

At 8 o’clock A. M. the Conference Institute was called to order 
by Dean W. G. Alexander in Fountain Chapel A. M. E. Church. 
“A Charge to Keep I Have,” was sung, led by the dean. After 
the song the Lord’s Prayer led by the dean. Rev. C. H. Dudley 
read St. Luke 11:1-10 verse for the scripture lesson. “I Am Thine,” 
was then sung, led by Rev. Twiggs. Dr. Alexander stated the fol- 
lowing as his subject, “The Preacher,” from the above subject the 
dean made a very fine speech, and demonstrated many beautiful 
pictures conrerning the preacher. He stressed these words, “Go Back 
to Your Bibl.” 

Dr. King sang, “Jesus Keep Me Near the Cross.” He was pre- 
sented to the Institute and began his lecture preceded with a short 
prayer. He selected for his subject, “Evangelism,” Dr. King dis- 
cussed ways by which Evangelism could be spread in which he 
convinced the institute that being a Christian and running revivals 
are very good ways to evangelize. Bishop Tookes injected the idea 
that our church has in its doctrine everything needed to evangelize. 
When Dr. King finished his lerture Dr. Alexander led in singing, 
“Yes Jesus Loves Me.” etc. Mrs. A. E. Heath was then presented. 
Her subject was “Building a Home.” In her address she tryed to 
drive home the idea of building a strong Christian home, and con- 
cluded by singing, “I Wandered far Away from God,” etc. Dr. 
Alexander led in singing, “Shine On Me,” after which he asked the 
bishop to take charge. The bishop took charge and made a speech 
in which he insisted that Negroes should pride themselves as a 
race, and that they should write books for themselves. 

The bishop called for district reports. The Quincy, Tallahassee 
and S. Tallahassee districts all finished their reports. 

Bishop Tookes at this period stated that his request is that 
Bethel, Tallahassee, would bring to the next annual conference 
$100.00 for mission preachers, and that no church would bring less 
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than $5.00. His wish is that each mission preacher will have some 
money to take back home with him from the conference. 

He then called for the report of the Monticello district, and when 
its report was finished the bishop asked for a donation on his Sun- 
day school class, the conference was very to give him $60.00. He 
then stated that all ministers, all missionary workers and lay dele- 
gates were appointed teachers for Sunday morning in the Confer- 
ence Sunday School. He also stated that a defense program would 
be rendered on Friday A. M. and that Dr. D. E. Williams, super- 
visor of Negro Education in Florida, would have charge. This pro- 
gram would follow the ladies’ missionary service. 

The various reports were called for. When the report on “The 
State of the Church” was read the bishop led in singing “The Church 
is Moving On.” He then said his request is that this conference send 
one student to E. W. College, and that the presiding elders, Drs. 
Graham and Mobley, would be the committee to select the student 
to attend. 

The bishop then stated that Dr. Ball of Jacksonville, pastor of 
Grant Memorial A, M. E. Church, would preach the evening sermon. 

Remarks, doxology and benediction by Dr, S. E. Moses, P. E. of 
Live Oak district. 

SECOND DAY— AFTERNOON SESSION 

Tallahassee, Fla., Nov. 12, 1942. 

At 3 o’clock sharp the bishop called the conference to order. 
Rev. Mobley led in singing, “Lift Him Up,” etc. The bishop then 
called for the report on temperance. (See report). 

Committees on Admission, First, Second, Third and Fourth Year 
Classes made their reports. (See reports.) 

The South Tallahassee district at this time made a presentation 
of one bushel of fine paper-shell pecans to the bishop and his wife. 
Rev. Twiggs made the presentation, accompanied with some very 
fine remarks. The bishop thanked the brethren for the gift, made 
some remarks and then acknowledged the presence of visitors, among 
whom were Dr. Burns, pastor of First Baptist Church, Tallahassee, 
Mrs. F. E. Starkes and A. E. Martin of F. A. & M. College. Mrs. 
Starkes was asked to speak to the conference, which she did in a 
grand way. 

The disciplinary questions were asked by the bishop and answered 
by the secretary. 

Bethel A. M. E. church, Tallahassee, was the place selected for 
the next annual conference. 

Rev,s J, E. Peoples, S. D. Cooper, G. W. Jones and Samuel 
Scott asked for superannuation relations. Drs. Graham, Richardson, 
Nathan and Daniels made the motions (carried), and these breth- 
rens’ names were ordered to be placed on the Superannuated Roll. 

Dr. N. J. Graham was appointed by the bishop to preside at the 
evening service. 

Remarks, doxology, benediction by Dr. Morse. 

SECOND DAY — NIGHT SESSION 

At 8 o’clock the conference reconvened. A lively song service 
was enjoyed led on by Rev. C. J. Jessie and others. Dr. Graham 
Uien lined hymn No. 282. After singing the Rev. G. W. Goines led 
in prayer. The choir sang “Precious Lord,” etc., after which Rev. 
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T. B. Carr read the 23 Psalms for the scripture lesson. Rev. R. H. 
Mobley led the decalogue. Remarks by Dr. Graham, Dr. King then 
lined hymn No. 551. After the hymn was sung Dr. Graham presented 
Dr, W. F. Ball to preach the sermon. Dr. Ball preached a good ser- 
mon, Dr, Ball is the bishop’s pastor; he is pastor of Grant’s Me- 
morial A, M. E. church, Jacksonville, Fla. His text was taken from 
St. Matt. 516, “Let your light so shine before men," etc. 

After the sermon Dr. Graham led in singing, “Am I a Soldier 
of the Cross,” etc., and opened doors of the church. 

Revs. C. P. Allen and K. S. Dupont took the offering, which 
amount was $24.35. 

Remarks, doxology and benediction by Dr. W. F. Ball. 

THIRD DAY — MORNING SESSION 

Tallahassee, Fla., Nov. 13, 1942. 

The Conference Institute was called to order at 8 o’clock A. M. 
by Dean Alexander. He led in singing “Shine On Me,’’ etc. Dr. 
N. J. Graham read second Samuel 3:1-12 verse for the scripture les- 
son, after which Dr. Alexander led in singing, “Let Your Light Be 
Burning,” etc. After singing he stated that his subject would be 
“The Preacher and His Bible Continued.’’ In the dean’s discussion 
he plainly showed that out of the Bible came the origin of medical 
science, and all known sciences of today. He stressed the study 
of the Bible to the ministers prayerfully, and emphasized the fact 
that the Bible is the source of all true information. He concluded 
by singing, “Let Your Lower Lights Be Burning.’’ 

Mrs. A. E. Heath was then presented and spoke from the sub- 
ject, “The Highlights of Mission." She gave a fine address, full of 
missionary information and concluded by singing, “Jesus Saviour 
Pilot Me." Dr. H. E. Daniels thanked Dean Alexander, Dr. King and 
Mrs. Heath for the information they brought to the institute. Dr. 
A. L. Bennett then took charge of the service as was requested by 
the bishop. 

Dr. Bennett made a short address to the conference and then 
took an offering for the instructors of the conference institute which 
amount was $8.10. After which Mrs. M. P. Tookes was presented 
to the conference by Dr. Bennett. 

Mrs. Tookes presented Mrs. Ella W. Daniels, the conference 
branch president, and asked her to preside over the session. Mrs. 
Daniels invited Mrs. A. E. Heath, Mrs. A. L. Bennett, Mrs. W. G. 
Pinkney and Mrs. L. M. Hansberry inside the alter. “Jesus Keep 
Me Near the Cross’’ was sung led by Mrs Daniels; this was the be- 
ginning of a fifteen minute song service in which several melodious 
songs were sung. 

Program of the Missionary Ladies: 

(1) Paper by Mrs. Emily S. Stevens. Subject, “What Women 
Can Do to Help Men in War." 

(2) Solo by Miss Mae Roberts of Bethel, Tallahassee. 

(3) Address to the conference by Mrs. Morgan of Bethel, Talla- 
hassee. Mrs. Morgan is the only living person who knows about 
the organization of our church in Florida. She made a very fine 
address, in which she gave some worthwhile information concern- 
ing the’ history of our church in Florida. 

When Mrs. Morgan finished her address, Mrs. Heath led in sing- 
ing, “Never Grow Old.’’ 
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Mrs. Daniels then asked Mrs. Mable Pinkney to address the con- 
ference, which she did in a very fine way. Mrs. Heath also addressed 
the conference, after which she presented Mrs, M F. Tookes who 
is missionary supervisor of the 11th Episcopal District. Mrs, Tookes 
made a fine address full of information. Before she concluded she 
had all ministers under forty years of age to come and take the 
frdnt seats. She asked the girls to come along with them. She then 
lectured to them as a mother, telling them to learn the little things 
In life. Her address was very instructive. Mrs, Lawrence led in 
singing, “Lift Him Up M and after the song Mrs. Daniels asked the 
conference to stand. “God Will Take Care of You” was sung. Mrs. 
Bennett and Mrs. Sykes came to the alter and made a presentation 
to Mrs. Tookes and Mrs. Heath. Mrs. Sykes made the speech. Mrs. 
Heath thanked the missionary ladies for the gift in a very pleasing 
way. 

President Lamb of E. W. C. was then presented. The president 
made a few remarks and introduced Dr. R A- Jackson, pastor of 
Mt. Zion A. M. E. Church, Jacksonville, Fla, 

Mrs. Tookes took an offering of $13.50, after which she an- 
nounced that the election of delegates to the quadrennial convene 
tion was in order. Rev. W. A. Jones and Mrs. L. M. Hansberry 
were appointed secretaries and Rev. C. H. Dudley and A. E. Heath 
were appointed tellers.

A, M. E, CHURCH 
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REPORT ON STATE OF THE CHURCH 

Tallahassee, Florida, 

, . November 11, 1942, 

To the Bishop, Presiding Elders* and Members of the 
Florida Conference: 

To me has been assigned the very pleasartt task of preparing a 
Report on the State of the Church, 

i beg to Submit the followign as my findings: 

The word Church is a derivation said to be from the Greek word 
Kuriakon (vis) “belonging to the lord," but the derivation has been 
too hastily assumed, it is probably connected with the word Kirk or 
kukius and the Latin word circus or circulus because the congrega- 
tion were gathered in circles. This form of worship was during the 
period of the patriarchal administration and after that period under 
the Jewish administration the church or the congregation was known 
as the Ecclesia from which word the early writers derived the word 
Church, for the true CHURCH was not bom until the day of Pente- 
cost, when the Holy Ghost came as a mighty rushing wind and set 
men’s hearts on fire and from that time the church began to spread 
throughout the whole world. In every community there is a legis- 
lative hall, a court of justice, and a temple of religion. While we 
place the temple last, it is the most important for the law and 
courts are of no avail unless they administer that justice which is 
the Will of the Creator; for where God is not known and where the 
divine influence is not felt man is helpless. Our Saviour tells His 
disciples without Me ye can do nothing. No man can believe, hope 
or love in a manner conducive to eternal Salvation unless the grace 
of God draws him. No nation has ever lived without the influence 
of the Church, and no individual has ever risen to his full stature 
without it. It is possible to live without eyes or ears or hands or 
feet, but without religion life will be circumscribed. Again it is pos- 
sible to live without sunlight, grass, flowers, books and company 
but without religion life will be neither long nor full. The strongest 
proof we have of the potential and impending doom which awaits 
Hitler and the German government is, it studied determination to 
eradicate and exclude religion from the minds and hearts of the 
people. Even paganism and Judaism is better than Nihilism in 
religion but only truth can make a nation endure nations like men 
must render to Casesar the things which are Caesar’s and to God the 
things which are God’s. 

The State of the Church in the Present Age 

This is a progmatic age. It asks us: Why do men build 
churches; why do they spend money so much on these institutions. 
When they might better devote their money and their brains to 
works of education, hospitals and amusements? They express the 
idea of Judas, protesting at the waste of the ointment which Mag- 
dalene used to anoint the feet of Jesus, saying it could have been 
sold and given to the poor. 

Close the churches and you will not have any demand for edu- 
cation. 

The churches are precious, they are dear to those who muild 
them. It is a remarkable fact that the moral status of the Chris- 
tian Church is higher today than any period of the history of the 
Church since the days of Luther and Wesley. 
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Despite the fact of the moral standard has been raised to a higher 
plane, but there is much room for improvement, first among the 
clergy and then among the laity, it is to be remembered that the 
clergy is the real transformer of human thought and character. This 
thought was advanced by our great and noble leaders of the past. 

The Church of God is today calling for god-fearing and conse- 
crated men of leadership. If the Church must continue to make 
its fight against the strong powers of sin. 

May I say that Christian Religion is being planted and fostered 
in every country today as never before in the history of the Church. 
Men’s knowledge of God by this simple institution has become sub- 
tle and profound. 

Cities are founded, governments are established, law and order 
reign — all this is being done through the influence of the Church. 
Thank God the Church is still gaining ground with its many streams 
running into all parts of the Earth. I can hear the rippling waters 
of African Methodism sounding an alarm in the isles of the seas. 
Africa, both South and West, and South America, telling the Sweet 
Story of the Cross, with no thought of retreat. She is still forging 
ahead with a hope of reaching the goal — with this inscription upon 
her banner: “God Our Father, Man Our Brethren and Christ Our 
Redeemer. “ 

The A.M.E. Church in Florida has had its struggles fighting 
against disadvantages from within as well as from without, but in 
due time God sends to us Bishop H. Y. Tookes, D.D., LL.B., who in 
a short space of time has accomplished much toward further ad- 
vancing the Church in Florida. If no other place is in better con- 
dition today than it has ever been, men and women are being con- 
verted daily and brought to Christ. In this Conference alone last 
year 281 persons were converted and 379 accessions; and this year 
we in this Conference 356 converts and 328 accessions.. And not 
only are men and women being converted but in Florida today new 
churches are being built — old ones are being renovated and many 
long-standing mortgages are being paid. 

Not only that but through the influence of the church in Flor- 
ida today we can present the A.M.E. Church to the Race and to the 
entire human family a School in Edward Waters College, clear of 
debt. With its banner highest and its influence far-reaching. We 
pray that the church will have good leadership everywhere to the 
extent that sinners will be converted, back-sliders reclaimed and 
Christians strengthened. 


And when the golden sun-rays sparkle for their last time upon 
the silvery dewdrops; and clothe themselves in the dark shroud of 
Eternity as they sit behind the western hills and time smiles itself 
away into the realms of God unknown, we feel that he who bought 
the church with his own blood will be able to present before His 
father’s throne a Church spotless, white and see the travail of his 
soul and be satisfied.

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STATE OF THE COUNTRY 
To tho Bilhop and Members of the 
77th Annual Session Of the Florida Annual Conference of the 
African Methodist Episcopal Church Here Assembled in 
Fountain Chapel A*M.E» Church, Tallahassee, Florida, Greetings; 

We your committee who have been asked to write upon the state 
Of the country, beg leave to report the following abstracts* That the 
Country today is facing a crisis such as it has never faced before 
is evident to the most casual observer, and as we look at the mighty 
monster WAR as he sends forth his fiery tongue in waves of flam' 
ing horror tempered only by the intensity of a satanic brainstorm; 
we are almost lost for words with which to describe the state of 
the country. 

The well built and long established civilizations of our sister 
countries with all their opulence and pride has become because of 
the present conflict a mass of ruin and an object of pity. The many 
lives; to say nothing of the treasures and relics; the accumulations 
of centuries are but mouments of shame and portraits of a hopeless 
comeback. 

It is true that we live in a democracy, a government of the peo- 
ple by the people and for the people, and believe it to be a govern- 
ment more in accord with the principles of Jesus Christ than any 
of the governments of the world, but we cannot hold our hands 
while others are being treated inhuman, and while our own lives 
are threatened. Our great concern for England, our twin sister, 
has caused us to step forward and in self-defense offer a helping 
hand to Russia. It was not in the mind of our great President 
Roosevelt to enter the war, but when the ruthless Japanese com- 
mitted that cowardly and audacious perpetration at Pearl Harbor 
there was nothing left for us but to shoulder our guns and lift our 
flag and fight for our Democracy. 

Our means of defense consists of airplanes, machine guns, sub- 
marines, aircraft, land craft and water craft fighters. In order to 
protect our heritage, orders have been given that every American 
dollar, and the entire man power of America be given, along with 
every other device that might be required to win this war, and save 
forever our democracy. These are times which tries the heart of the 
most patient and stretches the imagination of the profound states- 
man. 

We have in the above tried to depict the situation amid which 
our country now stands, but it would be unfair to leave the matter 
here without offering a remedy, or telling of what we think would 
help in the winning of the war and to make our country a better 
democracy. The black man (our group), have sought to enter the 
conflict and to take his place along by the side of other liberty- 
loving citizens in defending the country, that it may ever remain 
safe for democracy. 

We feel that the Negro is the very bone and sinew of this war 
and that not only the black boys who have been inducted into the 
army but the countless thousands who are working in the defense 
plants building machines, and other war products; and of the 4,500,- 
000 Negroes who are living on the farm in thirteen Southern States 
and constitute 12.6 percent of all American farm operators, who are 
growing feed and foodstuffs to supply the men on the battle lines. 

It did seem at first that there was a disposition to keep the black 
man out of the war but such a move would mean that the democracy 
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of which we so proudly boast would go down, not perhaps for like 
of men to fly the planes, and wield the swords, but for like of 
strength with which to even stand to wave. 

We feel thafT the church is one of the most potent factors in 
solving the problems in its propagation of the religion of Jesus 
Christ who is the Mighty God. The Prince of Peace, the King of 
Kings, and the one in whose hands is bower and dominion forever. 
Our urge is that we who wish to see a better country, one in which 
righteousness will reign is that every soldier of Jesus Christ put on 
the gospel armor and fight like good soldiers of Jesus Christ until 
every enemy of fair play and foe of economic equality be made to 
yield to the prevalence of the King of peace, and good will among 
the nations of the earth.

REPORT ON EDUCATION 

To the Bishop and Members of the Florida Conference, Greetings: 

We, your Committee on Education, submits the following as 
our report: 

We are dealing with a subject that isn’t most commonly dis- 
cussed. Wherever you turn you hear the word Education. Since 
this is the common discussion it is needless to defend it in the 
finer sense. We know it means the process of drawing out to pre- 
pare one for a greater and better service. Our local and national 
government has spent millions of dolllars in the interest of educa- 
tion and is spending more millions. 

The Importance of Education in National Defense 
The record of the Selective Draft shows that 30 per cent of the 
young men of our race that are being rejected is for the lack of 
education, which is a sad condition. They are not fit for military 
service or for defense purposes. If a man hasn’t a fourth grade 
education he cannot enter the service. Therefore, the Allies have 
two thirds of the total population of the world, yet they are hard 
pressed to match the Axis powers in man-power, not because 
of numbers in man-power but because of the lack of education. The 
Axis powers through education have taught hate and today their 
one-third or minority can challenge the two thirds because of 
their thoroughness of education in hate. All of these facts prove 
the importance of education. 

These are the dark facts, but there is a brighter side. In America 
for the last twenty-five years our country has strived to improve 
its educational system. We can truthfully say that the Negro is bet- 
er educated in America today than is in anywhere in the world, and 
we feel that our church schools are due some of the credit for this 
brighter side of the record. 

Christian Education is Offensive 
Circular education teaches defense against ignorance, prejudice, 
hatred. Christian education teaches to attack ignorance, prejudice and 
hatred, and we feel that our own Edward Waters College has played 
a large part and is playing its part in educating our youth for 
a better service to their country and humanity. 

Before the state cared much about the education of the Negro 
citizens the A. M. E. church founded a school at Jacksonville for 
the education of the Negro youth. Since that time it has been 
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led on by many tireless workers. A few years ago our school and 
state were blessed of the placing of the sainted Bishop R. A. 
Grant who caught the torch of Education from the hand of the father, 
Rt. Rev. Bishop J. F. Flipper and carried it to new heights but death 
cut short a noble life and career. At his death the men of Florida 
began looking for one to carry on where he left off. They called 
our present Bishop Henry Young Tookes, who caught the light 
and carried it to new heights, insomuch till the school has been 
freed of all debt, and today is carrying on in the name of Meth- 
odism, and good teaching men not to fight evil with evil but in 
the words of of Paul in his letter to Romans be not overcome with 
evil, but overcome evil with good. And today it is teaching not an 
offense of airplanes, tanks and guns, but an offense of love going 
every where doing good, teaching the universal Fatherhood of God, 
the redemption ship of Christ and the brotherhood of man.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE 

To the Bishop and members of the 77th annual session of the Florida 
Annual Conference here assembled, greetings: 

Having been assigned to write upon the above subject, I take 
the following methods to display my view upon the subject. I am 
not unmindful of the fact that it is a subject that has claimed 
the attention of the most brilliant minds and many millions of pic- 
tures have been painted and centuries been occupied. 

For many years and upon many occasions the subject, Temper- 
ance, has been discussed and the object of each discussion was to 
bring out the fine virtues of temperance and the vices of intem- 
perance. No evil of which the world has known has excelled the 
evils which grew out of the use of alcoholic beverages. It is like 
a snake in grass. For it biteth like a serpent and stingeth like 
an addar. Many passages in the holy Bible can be found where 
kingdoms have been overthrown, and empires have fallen and na- 
tions have been disrupted and civilization despoiled because of 
this evil. 

The Kingdom of Babylon during the reign of Belshazaar was 
captured by King Darius and divided between the Meades and Per- 
sians all because of the drunken stupor which deprived Belshazzar 
not only of his kingdom but of his life. The awful ravages of in- 
temperance have never been described, and the sweeping storm 
winds of its devastating horrors are marked by the sick, dead and 
dying millions that have been swept down never to rise again. 

This great evil is no less destructive today than it was in 
the days in which Solomon wrote. Intemperance in the church 
is one of the evils which is perhaps the most detestable of all, 
and yet we see here and there that king alcohol breaks through 
the unguarded gates and seizes and captures and drags down 
some of the most outstanding beings at a time when they least 
expect it. 

When we speak of the evils of alcohol, we do not base our 
statements upon whiskey, alone, but of all form of even the so- 
called mild use of alcohol. It is said by an eminent doctor, that 
beer drinking destroys the resistance and subjects its subjects to 
the easy capture of what might called the least harmful diseases. 
He further says that beer drinkers are absolutely the most diffi- 
cult class of subjects that a surgeon can operate on. Insignificant 
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scratches are liable to develop a train of physical troubles, and adds, 
'♦I think beer kills quicker than any othr liquor, because it re- 
duces their vital powers and so lowers their resistance that they 
are liable to die off from any form of acute disease, such as fevers, 
pneumonia, etc. As a rule when a beer drinker takes pneumonia, 
he or she dies, 

The use of tobacco is another intemperate habit and while on 
the one hand it is delightful and soothing to the nerves it is bleed- 
ing away the vitality and leading its victim to the very pit of 
decrepency. We have discussed the dangers of alcohol both in its 
harsh and mild effects, but to us there is nothing more dangerous 
than that of being drunk with power. It is said by one of the sages 
of old that to be drunk with power was worse than any form of 
drunkenness, and that that type of drunkards had caused more de- 
struction than those who had been drunk from the use of alcoholic 
beverages. 

No one doubt but that the malignant fury of Adolph Hitler is due 
to his being drunk on greed or power. All of the great national 
and international troubles of these and other times may be traceable 
to the drunkenness for greed and power. There has been for all 
these years much said and written upon this all important subject, 
but it should be known that there are many agencies that have 
set themselves against the tyranny of this great evil whether 
from the use of alcoholic beverages or from the intemperate use 
of power. 

Among the many agencies which stand out pre-eminently against 
these evils is the African Methodist Church, who teaches and 
preaches that sobriety must excel all other virtues and saturate the 
very framework of the inner motives. Intemperance is the greatest 
enemy of the human race and in the light of this fact the church 
has set its self very definitely to the task of eradicating this evil 
and giving a something that will mean most to the troubled, most 
to the depressed and, most to the disheartened.
